Charlevoix County Commissioners voted 
unanimously to send a recommendation to 
Lansing that prison sentences not be shortened 
by good time behavior allowance, with primary 
logic being that persons involved directly in con- 
viction and sentencing would not be consulted 
when shortening of prison time is deliberated. 
In other words the judge, prosecutor and victims 
have no say in this resolution. |

on conviction records; they have only behavioral 
statistics to judge by. In the totalitarian environ-

Hybrids are a really big deal now, aren’t they? Lots of people 
want to get rid of their $10,000 cars and buy these $25,000 
cars so they can save on gas. Let’s take a closer look at this. 

So, you're going to spend $15,000 extra to save on gas. Did 

-you ever think about how long it will take to get your money 
back? Let’s say you go from averaging 15 miles per gallon to 
25 miles per gallon, and you drive 100 miles each week. That 
will save you about $10 a week at recent, average gas prices. 
That means it would take almost 29 years to get your money 
back in this deal. Does this make sense to you? It sure doesn’t 
to me! 

Listen, I’m all about saving money on gas. But people have 
lost their minds if they think it makes sense to go $15,000 into 
debt—or spend $15,000 cash—to save $10 a week on this 
kind of deal. The truth is that a lot of people who do this kind 
of thing aren’t as worried about the environment or saving gas 
as they are about having that “I’m cool in a hybrid” feeling.

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Pick your battles with your teenagers wisely 


QUESTION: When discussing adoles- 
cence, why do you focus your comments 
on parents? It’s the kids who do crazy 
things. 

DR. DOBSON: I’m particularly con- 
cerned about idealistic and perfectionistic 
moms and dads who are determined to 
make their adolescent perform and achieve 
and measure up to the highest standard. In 
so doing, they rock a boat that is already 
threatened by the rapids. Perhaps another 
child could handle the additional turbu- 
lence, but the unsteady kid — the one who 
lacks common sense for a while and may 
even lean toward irrational behavior — 
could capsize if you're not careful. Don’t 
unsettle his boat any more than you must! 

I’m reminded of a waitress who recog- 
nized me when I came into the restaurant 
where she worked. She was not busy that 
day and wanted to talk about her twelve- 
year-old daughter. As a single mother, she 
had gone through severe struggles with the 
girl, whom she identified as being very 
strong willed. 

“We have fought tooth and nail for this 
entire year,’ she said. “It has been awful! 
We argue nearly every night, and most of 
our fights are over the same issue.” 


L asked her what had caused the conflict, 
and she replied, “My daughter is still a little 
girl, but she wants to shave her legs. I feel 
she’s too young to be doing that, and she 
becomes so angry that she won’t even talk 
to me. This has been the worst year of our 
lives together.” 

I looked at the waitress and said, “Lady, 
buy your daughter a razor!” 

That twelve-year-old girl was paddling 
into a time of life that would rock her 
canoe good and hard. As a single parent, 
Mom would soon be trying to keep this re- 
bellious kid from getting into drugs, alco- 
hol, sex and pregnancy, early marriage, 
school failure, and the possibility of run- 
ning away. Truly, there would be many rav- 
enous alligators in her river within a year or 
two. In that setting, it seemed unwise to 
make a big deal over what was essentially a 
nonissue. While I agreed with the mother 
that adolescence should not be ushered in 
prematurely, there were higher goals than 
maintaining a proper developmental 
timetable. 

I have seen other parents fight similar 
battles over nonessentials, such as the pur- 
chase of a first bra for a flat-chested pread- 
olescent girl. For goodness’ sake! If she 


wants it that badly, she probably needs it 
for social reasons. Run, don’t walk, to the 
nearest department store, and buy her a 
bra. The objective, as Charles and Andy 
Stanley wrote, is to keep your kids on your 
team. Don’t throw away your friendship 
over behavior that has no great moral sig- 
nificance. There will be plenty of real issues 
that require you to stand like a rock. Save 
your big guns for those crucial confronta- 
tions. 

Let me make it very clear, again, that this 
advice is not relevant to every teenager. The 
compliant kid who is doing wonderfully in 
school, has great friends, is disciplined in 
his conduct and loves his parents is not 
nearly so delicate. Perhaps his parents can 
urge him to reach even higher standards in 
his achievements and lifestyle. 

My concern, however, is for that young- 
ster who could go over the falls. He is in- 
tensely angry at home and is being 
influenced by a carload of crummy friends. 
Be very careful with him. Pick and choose 
what is worth fighting for, and settle for 
something less than perfection on issues 
that don’t really matter. Just get him 
through it!

ance or potentially face a $695 an- 
squal fine, and employers with more 
‘than fifty employees must provide 
health insurance or pay a fine of up 
to $3,000 per worker annually (ex- 
cluding the first 30 employees). 
There will be exceptions, subsidies 
and tax credits available to help pay 
for premiums for individuals earning 
up to four times FDL, as well as tax 
credits for small businesses with ten 
or fewer employees, but opponents 
don’ t like this part of the bill at all. 

, Six months after the bill is enacted, 
‘young adults may be able to stay on 
their parents insurance policy until 
age 26, and insurance companies 
cannot deny coverage to children 
based on pre-existing conditions, nor 
can they deny coverage for pre-exist- 
ing conditions to anyone starting in 

2014. This is undoubtedly a good 
thing, other than the possibility it 
‘could drive up insurance premiums 
for policy holders without pre-exist- 
‘ing medical conditions. 

And just who will be paying for 
the new plan? 

Well, starting in 2013 there will be 
_an expansion of the Medicare Payroll 
Tax for individuals earning over 
$200, 000 and couples earning over 
$250,000 a year, a new three-point- 
eight percent tax on unearned in- 
come such as dividends and interest. 
Beginning in 2018, insurance com- 
panies will pay a forty percent excise 
tax on high-end, or “Cadillac? insur- 
ance plans. There are also $500 bil- 
lion in Medicare cuts over the next 
ten years, oh, and there will be a ten 
spercent excise tax on indoor tanning 
services (where did that come 
fom).

5 Tips for Decreasing the Cost of Caring for Elderly Parents : |

Over 30 million Baby Boosicss provide 


countless hours of assistance to elderly parents at § 


no charge. It is estimated that, using average 
hourly wages, the total amount of this uncom- 
pensated care is comparable to the entire 
Medicare budget. For the estimated 7 million 
Boomers who provide long distance care, actual 
out of pocket expenses amount to almost 
$5,000 per month. For caregivers who have, or 
are considering leaving the workforce to care for 
an ailing parent, the costs are even greater over 
$650,000 in forfeited salaries, benefits and pen- 
sions. _ 

This stark economic reality shows only one’ 
dimension of the ptice caregivers pay for this act 
of love. 

Caregivers pay with losses that extend well be- 
yond their bank accounts. They often forego the 
activities that bring joy and richness to their 
lives, like meeting friends for dinner, or going 
out to the movies or taking family vacations. 
They pay with their time, the loss of professional 
opportunities and the erosion of personal rela- 
tionships that result in isolation. 

Sometimes, otherwise healthy loved ones 
need a short dose of care as they recover from an 
acuté medical episode like a broken leg. Usually 
loved ones.are on a path of steady decline with 
cascading assistance needs. Some caregivers sac- 
rifice large chunks of their own lives as they help 
their parents and other family members and 
friends peacefully make their transitions. Care- 
givers can pay with their own health and well- 
being. In fact, we have evidence that some 
caregivers pay for their acts of care with their | 
very lives. 

You can decrease the personal and economic 
costs of caregiving. This means proactive plan- 
ning rather than reactive responding. Planning 


-saves money. You know this as you. reflect upoit” : 


your experiences of going to the grocery store 
with and without a shopping list. Planning also 
minimizes personal wear and tear and decreases 
stress. You will feel much better when you know 
your options and develop back-up plans before 
you jump into a challenging project. 


5 Tips to Decrease the 


Cost of Caregiving: 


1. Begin the conversation today. We have 


_ tremendous cultural resistance to the recogni- 
tion of aging, disability and death. Just as the 


first few steps uphill are the hardest, so too you 
may meet the greatest resistance simply starting 
the conversation about their possible need for 
care. Say today, Mom and Dad, it would be great 
if you lived forever, but the discovery for the 
fountain of youth is nowhere on the horizon.

3. Use personal and community resotirces. Make 


caregiving a family job to which each member 
contributes. Even children can make grandma's 
life special with drawings and phone calls. Iden- 
tify services that make your job as a caregiver 
easier. If you and your parents live in the same 
community, check with friends and neighbors 
and local organizations to learn about services 
and resources that will make your job easier. You 


say, Mom has just moved in with us, and she 


wants to find a card game with the girls. Do you 
know of any senior centers that hive social 
events? How about transportation? 

We're a mobile society and millions of care- 


givers live more than an hour away from their - 


parents. Executive William Gillis learned from 
his own personal experience how challenging it 


is to identify community resources from afar. As 


he was carving the path that ultimately led his 
on-line portfolio management service, he be- 
came the caregiver for his father. Talk about 
mixed emotions! Professionally, he was intro- 
ducing a service that let millions manage their 
investments with one click of a computer 
mouse. Personally, he was investing untold 
hours just to find one bit of information to help 
his dad. 

As with so many innovators, he used his per- 
sonal and professional experience to launch Par- 
ent Care (www.parents-care.com), a service that 
he wished would have made his life as a care- 
giver-at-a-distance easier. 


4, Gather cost-savings tips. This might mean 
something as simple as ordering generic medica- 
tion or regularly inquiring about senior dis- 
counts. But, most cost savings opportunities 
aren't as obvious. Mr. Gillis found, for example, 
that some states will pay for phones for hearing, 
visually or mobility limited seniors or fund 
home safety improvements. He said, “We've in-

5. Take care of yourself. You will be able to... 
provide the best care as a caregiver when you're 
at your best. Get good nutrition, enough sleep 
and regular exercise. Manage your stress and do 
a little something every day to nurture your soul. 
Understand that you are at increased risk for 
anxiety, depression, and weakening your im- 
mune system. Talk to your doctor if you see 
worrisome signs such as problems sleeping, . 
changes in appetite or loss of interest in activi- 
ties you enjoy. . 


Despite the costs, most caregivers say that 
they received much more than they gave. Most 
say they would do it again, and many do. 

Sometimes the question is not the personal 
cost of caregiving; it’s the value that you bring to 
the lives of others that matter at the end. What 
personal cost are you willing to pay for the privi- 
lege of helping those who welcomed you into 
the world to enjoy their golden years and travel 
the road of illness with love and dignity? _
